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THE MAIL ROBBER. 
Complainte have frequently been made as 
to the arbitrary admi:ietration of law in the 
North-West. Although substantial injustice 
has not been frequently it has sometimes 
been done. A most noticeable case of arbi- 
tray action and possible conecquent injustice 


The evidence in the case may have justified 
convietion, but only eo In default of any de- 
fence being made. Had the trial been held 
where witnesses in defence were available, 
their not being brought forward would have 
tended to show that ne defence was possible. 
But not so when it was held where such wit- 
nesses could only be procured with the great- 
est difficulty ifatall. Of course Garnett may 
be guilty,and if eo he should be punished, but 
that he wae not accorded a fair opportunity 
of proving his innocence ie beyond a doubt. 
That the authorities in the North-West had 
ample reason toSdesire aconviction fin this 
important case the large number of outrages 


ie that of the alleged Prince Albert mail | this summer of which the perpetrators are 


robber lately sentenced at Regina to fourteen 
years penitentiary. Of course crime must 
be punished. Admitting the alleged crimi- 
nal’s guilt the sentence is not too severe. It 
is necessary that the crime of mail robbery 
in this country should have exemplary pun- 
ishmeut. But it is above all things necessary 
that the real criminal, notan innocent man, 
shall suffer. In order that the criminal shall 
be discovered it is necessary that every per- 
eon charged with the crime shall have the 
fullest opportunity of proving his innocence. 
This the nian Garnett was notallowed. The 
crime was cominitted in the Saskatchewan 
judicial district. Garnett resided in the 
midst of asettlement near theseat of thecourt 
for that district. There the witnesses for the 
crown resided, and there in common justice 
he should have beentried. There he would 
have had every opportunity to procure wit- 
nesses as to character and social standing at 
the time the deed was committed ; and if 
really ,innocent perhaps circumstantial or 
more positive evidence to that effect. True 
the judge of the district was absent, but he 
is paid for being in his place, not for allowing 
the course of law to be delayed or perverted. 
Garnett was taken to Regina, two hundred 
miles from where had a right to he tried and 
where alone he could procure witnesses, to 
where he wasentirely a stranger and where 
public feeling on the subject of the mail 
rebbery had full sway. How  import- 
ant this right of being tried where the crime 
is committed ie held to be may be judged 
from the fact that in other countriesa change 
of the place of trial is only allowed for the 
most weighty reasons, none ef which hada 
bearing on this case. How important it was 
to Garnett is seen from his having only one 
witness from the South Branch at the trial. 
Had he demanded more they might have 
been compelled to attend. But they might 
object to going 200 miles to give exidence on 
some apparently minor point, which at the 
same time might be most necessary as a link 
in the chain of defence, while they would not 
have objected to going the fow miles to 
Prince Albert to toll what they knew whether 
much or little. There is always danger in an 
unwilling witness. Had the evidence at the 
trial been conclusive it would have mattered 
little to the question of substantia) justice 
whether the prisoner had the Opportunity to 
procure witnesses or not, but it was anything 
butthat. Of the witnesses examined, Art 
the mail driver identified Garnett at the pre- 
Nminary examination and at the trial. Betts 
passenger could not identity bimat the pre. 
Piminary examination but did eo at the trial. 
Fiddler a passenger wae not at the Prelimin- 
+4 and could not identify him at the trial. 
Thompeon of Swanston's party kuew Garnets 
before, did not recognize him at the time of 
the robbery, but identified him at the trial.

the man who visited their camp, who was 
doubt!ces the mail robber, and whom the 
mail driver who had seen him there swore 
weeGarnett.

anxiety to secure a conviction prevents them 
from according a prisoner a fair trial indi- 
vidual members of society have , more to 
dread from them than from ordinary law- 
breakers. In proportion as doubt is thrown 
upon the proper balancing of the sca'es 
of justice so the reputation of the 
authorities will be lowered, no matter which 
end of the balance is for the time heaviest.

On this 
account the department supplies regularly 
organized associations with rifles and ammu- 
nition from the militia stores with which to 
hold their matches. 4As soon as the Edmon- 
ton association was organized the secretary 
applied by letter to the proper authorities in 
Winnipeg for the requisite rifles and ammu- 
nition now lying in store here. Receiving 
no answer he wrote again and also tele- 
graphed, still receiving no answer until last 
mail when the following arrived: * Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, Headquarters®Militia District No. 
10, 9th October, 1886. ir,—I have by di- 
rection of Lieut.-Col. Taylor, acting deputy 
adjutant general, to inform you that your 
application of the 12th of July last for rifles 
and ammunition for the use of the Edmonton 
rifle association was recommended and for- 
warded to headquarters, Ottawa, onthe 22nd 
July, but no reply has been yet received. 
Your second letter on the satae subject has 
also been forwarded and recommended. 1 
have the honor to be, sir, your obedient ser- 
vant, Geo.
